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Report  of  Trustees  of  Town  Library, 


The  Trustees  would  present  to  the  Town  the  following  Annual 
report.  The  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  past  year  have 
been  as  follows : 

Number  of  volumes  purchased,     .       .  .  418

The  number  of  volumes  at  present  is  6,739,  °f  which  total,  6,126 
are  in  the  circulating  department,  108  in  the  reference  department, 
and  508  are  Public  Documents.  The  number  of  volumes  delivered 
during  the  year  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the  Librarian,  is  16,874, 
and  of  this  total  five  volumes  are  at  present  missing. 

Many  books  have  been  defaced  with  pencil  and  other  markings, 
and  there  seems  to  be  an  increasing  carelessness  in  the  treatment 
of  books  by  borrowers,  many  volumes  being  returned  badly  soiled. 
This  should  not  be.  Parents  and  guardians  should  not  allow  chil- 
dren to  abuse  a  book,  and  adults  should  need  no  admonition  to  that 
effect.  The  law  in  regard  to  such  injury. of  a  book  of  a  public 
library  is  very  stringent,  and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Trustees  to 
enforce  it  for  the  protection  of  the  Town's  property.  The  law  is  as 
follows  : 

"Whoever,  wilfully  and  maliciously,  and  without  cause,  writes 
upon,  injures,  defaces,  tears,  or  destroys  any  book,  plate,  picture, 
engraving  or  statute,  belonging  to  any  law,  town,  city  or  other  pub- 
lic library,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars, 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  jail  not  ex- 
ceeding six  months  for  every  such  offence." 
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We  need  say  no  more  in  regard  to  the  Librarian  and  her  assist- 
ants, than  as  before,  that  "we  believe  they  are  deservedly  popular 
with  the  public."  The  branch  deliveries  in  Saxonville  and  South 
Framingham,  have  as  before,  had  the  kind  attention  of  Mr.  L.  F. 
Fuller  and  Dr.  George  Rice,  respectively.  We  have  no  doubt  that 
the  citizens  of  these  villages  appreciate  their  labor  in  this  direction. 
The  Treasurer's  account  shows  a  balance  of  $2 16.43.  This  amount 
has  not  been  expended,  because  of  late  years  we  have  had  in 
addition  to  the  small  balance  carried  over,  one-half  of  the  dog  tax 
of  the  previous  year  to  commence  the  next  year  with.  Last  spring 
the  Town  voted  to  change  its  hitherto  unvarying  custom,  and  give 
the  whole  amount  of  that  tax  to  the  "support  of  schools."  We 
earnestly  hope  that  the  Town  may  see  fit  to  return  to  its  former 
custom.  The  Library  is  steadily  increasing  in  size  and  circulation, 
the  requests  of  its  patrons  for  the  purchase  of  the  better  class  of 
works  are  many  more  than  it  is  possible  to  meet,  and  had  we  pur- 
chased this  year,  books  that  the  Library  imperatively  need,  we 
should  have  had  no  balance  to  carry  over.  This  we  have  not  con- 
sidered it  advisable  to  do,  as  without  our  share  of  the  dog  tax  our 
available  means  for  the  purchase  of  books  would  be  only  about 
$250.00,  and  that  amount  would  have  to  be  drawn  upon  for  any 
contingencies  which  might  arise.  There  are  hundreds  of  volumes 
which  are  so  worn  that  they  must  soon  be  replaced  with  new  copies 
obtained.  The  establishment  of  the  branch-deliveries  nearly  doub- 
ling the  circulation,  has  more  than  doubled  the  wear  of  the  books, 
for  with  the  greatest  possible  care  in  packing,  they  are  much  worn 
in  transportation. 

We  need  to  have  two  and  three  copies  of  many  works  of  the 
better,  though  popular  class,  to  supply  the  demand  with  our  in- 
creased circulation.  With  our  appropriation  as  at  present,  we 
can  do  but  little  in  purchasing  new  works  the  coming  year,  if  we 
keep  the  books  we  now  have  in  presentable  condition.  We  there- 
fore respectfully  recommend  the  usual  appropriation  of  $1,200.00 
and  one-half  of  the  dog-tax. 

Since  our  last  report,  the  portrait  of  George  Phipps,  late  Presi- 
dent of  this  board,  has  been  placed  in  the  "  Memorial  Hall,"  in 
accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town.  It  is  the  work  of  Mr.  Ed- 
gar Parker,  a  former  citizen,  and  gives  much  satisfaction.  The 
Library  having,  by  gifts  and  purchases,  obtained  many  valuable 
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works  of  reference  which  could  not  properly  be  cared  for  on  the 
shelves  of  the  circulating  department,  we  have  provided  a  case  for 
their  protection  in  the  reading-room,  where  they  are  more  easily 
consulted  by  the  public.  From  the  increased  use  of  these  works 
we  think  the  change  was  of  advantage.

This  will  comprise  40  weeks  for  the  High  36  weeks  for  the 
Grammar  and  33  weeks  for  the  Primary,  Intermediate  and 
Mixed  Schools.

Monday,  April  1st,  and  continue  13  weeks.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee, 


The  School  Committee  of  Framingham  respectfully  submit 
their  Annual  Report 

Our  schools  have  not  suffered  the  ravages  of  any  epidemic, 
such  as  raged  in  one  village  the  preceeding  year,  but  without 
undue  excitement  or  depression  have  engaged  in  their  daily 
routine.  With  but  very  few  exceptions,  the  schools  have 
passed  a  most  profitable  year.  We  hope  that  the  daily  rou- 
tine, as  once  understood,  is  not  all  that  has  engaged  their 
attention.  There  is  something  beyond  the  routine  of  book 
tasks  to  be  looked  after.  The  desire  of  the  scholar  for  knowl- 
edge,— not  from  books  alone,  but  for.  that  which  is  suggested 
by  the  books,  for  that  which,  close  attention  On  the  teacher's 
part  shows  her,  pupils  are  always  inquiring  for,—  this  needs 
especial  attention.  The  thousand  and  one  things  which 
pupils,  if  properly  encouraged  will  ask  about  to  enlarge  their 
knowledge,  are  the  very  things  to  be  taught,  and  when  due 
attention  is  paid  to  them,  are  found  to  be  fruitful  beyond 
measure.  The  scholar  is  interested,  the  scholar  learns ;  the 
scholar  is  only  asked  the  questions  printed  at  the  bottom  of 
the  page,  and  the  scholar  learns  but  little.  It  is  the  teacher 
who  interests,  who  teaches.  We  hope  to  have  only  teachers 
in  the  future  and  none  who  are  merely  hearers.  In  this  res- 
pect we  have  made  already  good  progress.  The  school  is 
rare  in  town  where  the  teacher  is  merely  a  hearer ;  where  the 
stated  questions  are  asked  and  the  rules  rattled  off  and  the 
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pupils  rattled  off  to  their  seats.  Our  teachers  have  been  dis- 
couraged from  such  teaching,  (?)  and  we  are  sometimes  sur- 
prised at  the  good  results  of  the  other  method. 

When  a  change  of  teachers  is  made,  it  is  no  easy  matter  to 
always  select  the  right  one  among  the  applicants.  A  mistake 
sometimes  thwarts  our  best  endeavors.  We  have  examined 
all  new  teachers  as  the  law  requires,  and  have  endeavored  to 
select  the  teachers  only.  And  like  many  other  committees, 
we  believe  in  selecting  our  own  graduates,  when  we  can 
safely  do  so.  We  have  an  Academy  and  High  School  which 
graduates  many  of  our  own  girls  yearly,  and"a  graduate  from 
the  same,  if  she  has  properly  attended  to  the  course  of  study, 
is  undoubtedly  mentally  fitted  to  instruct  in  our  Mixed  and 
Primary  Schools.  And  we  hope  that  the  grade  of  this  High 
School  will  not  be  suffered  to  lower  hereafter,  so  that  the 
diploma  of  a  graduate  shall  be  at  once  decisive  of  the  gradu- 
ate's attainments :  i.  e.,  sufficient  for  our  requirements  in 
schools  of  the  lower  grades,  if  the  teaching  qualification  be 
present. 

Our  Academy  and  High  School  has  received  from  us  the 
past  year  a  great  deal  of  care  and  attention.  The  complaints 
which  we  have  for  some  time  received  from  the  principal, 
whoever  he  might  be  for  the  time  being, —  that  scholars  were 
admitted  who  properly  belonged  in  the  lower  schools  for 
another  year,  that  such  we,re  consequently  nursed  along,  that 
the  lower  class  hardly  came  into  working  order  until  the 
second  year,  that  the  unqualified  greatly  delayed  those  pupils 
who  were  rightly  admitted  —  lead  us  to  do  away  with  a  pro 
forma  examination  for  admission,  and  to  institute  an  exam- 
ination which  should  admit  only  those  qualified,  and  sift  out 
the  disqualified.  Questions'  for  examination  of  applicants 
were  carefully  prepared  at  the  commencement  of  the  last 
school  year,  and  the  examination  was  conducted  with  great 
particularity,  to  the  end  that  such  applicants  should  be  im- 
partially treated ;  and  all  applicants  were  required  to  answer 
a  certain  percentage  of  all  the  questions  proposed,  as  a 
requisite  for  admission.    We  believe  this  to  be  the  best 
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plan  which  can  at  present  be  adopted  by  us.  It  has  proved 
eminently  satisfactory.  The  class  admitted  has  been  a  work- 
ing class,  and  spoken  of  by  the  teachers  for  the  amount  of 
work  it  will  do  compared  with  classes  previously  admitted. 
And  trie  majority  of  those  who  were  rejected  have  applied 
themselves  rigorously  to  prepare  for  the  next  examination. 
This  plan  seems  to  put  all  the  applicants  on  a  par:  the 
requisite  per  cent,  must  be  attained  or  no  admission,  and  no 
favoritism  will  avail.  Many  other  cities  and  towns  in  this 
Commonwealth  have  adopted  this  system,  and  we  hope  to 
retain  it  here,  at  least  until  a  better  one  can  be  found.  We 
hope  that  in  the  future  no  lowering  of  the  grade  will  be  per- 
mitted if  the  number  of  pupils  shall  happen  to  be  very  much 
reduced,  nor  any  raising  of  the  grade  if  the  number  should 
approach  one  hundred,  but  that  hereafter  a  four  years  course 
will  represent  a  given  amount  of  work  done  in  it. 

The  departure  of  Mr.  Kingsbury  at  the  end  of  the  Spring 
Term,  and  the  coming  of  a  new  principal  with  the  Fall  Term, 
somewhat  disturbed  this  school.  The  relation  of  pupil  and 
teacher  is  not  always  quickly  taken  up ;  it  is  not  always  cor- 
dially taken  up.  And  especially  after  the  loss  of  a  teacher 
universally  regretted,  is  the  relation  more  slowly  and  less  cor- 
dially brought  about.  The  fact  that  we  offered  Mr.  Kings- 
bury a  larger  salary  than  had  ever  been  paid  before  to  any 
principal,  of  itself  shows  our  appreciation  of  his  services. 
Mr.  Hastings  has  labored  hard  arid  is  intensely  in  earnest. 
His  critical  scholarship  and  painstaking  exactness  are  making 
their  impress  on  the  school,  and  we  expect  that  during  the 
coming  year  a  great  amount  of  work  will  be  done  here. 

We  have  little  sympathy  with  parents  who  allow  their  chil- 
dren to  become  absentees  from  school,  because,  as  they  say, 
they  "  don't  like  the  teacher."  This  trouble  has  been  felt  in 
some  degree  in  some  schools.  Our  fathers  obtained  their 
schooling  by  long  walks,  in  uncomfortable  buildings,  and  with 
but  few  weeks  of  winter's  school.  But  now,  it  would  seem, 
there  are  some  who  despise  our  common  schools  with  all  their 
conveniences,  as  if  their  commonness  made  them  of  little 
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value,  as  if  the  scholars'*  presence  was  a  favor  to  the  school 
and  not  to  be  granted  unless  the  teacher's  face  is  wreathed  in 
a  perpetual  smile.  It  is  only  because  the  sufferers  from  such 
a  course  are  children,  who  are  too  young  to  realize  the  extent 
of  their  loss  and  their  future  regrets,  that  we  protest  against 
any  indulgence  in  any  such  course. 

We  would  recommend  the  people  of  the  town  to  show  their 
interest  in  our  schools  by  more  frequent  visits  to  them.  That 
the  people  have  a  deep  interest  in  them  is  shown  by  the  fact, 
that  for  many  years  the  appropriation  asked  for  by  the  School 
Committee  has  been  granted  at  the  annual  town  meetings 
without  reduction.  There  seems  to  be  exhibited  a  pride  in  so 
doing.  We  wish  you  would  continue  to  manifest  that  interest 
by  personal  inspection  of  the  different  schools,  and  of  the  way 
we  expend  the  appropriation.  It  is  due  to  the  child  that  a 
parent  sees  to  it  that  the  child  is  present  in  the  school  room 
every  day,  and  at  the  appointed  time.  We  think  it  is  also  due 
that  a  parent  should  see  with  his  own  eyes  the  progress  of  his 
child  and  encourage  the  teacher,  by  showing  that  her  labors  are 
appreciated,  and  show  the  -child  that  personal  knowledge  of 
his  well-doing  or  negligence  will  alone  be  satisfactory.  When 
the  interest  of  the  parent  is  suitably  manifested  it  awakens  at 
once  the  interest  of  both  the  child  and  teacher,  and  good  will 
follow.  Very  different  is  the  course  of  many  parents.  They 
send  their  children  to  school  to  a  teacher  of  whom  they  have 
little  or  no  personal  knowfedge,  unthinking  whether  she  sees 
the  peculiarities  of  their  children;  they  send  them  month 
after  month  and  sometimes  year  after  year,  and  never  go 
themselves  to  see  how  the  work  is  going  on,  which  is  to  fit 
their  children  for  active  life.  And  then  perhaps  on.  the  com- 
plaints of  the  children  they  permit  them  to  become  negligent 
in  attendance  and  so  injure  the  school,  teacher  and  children. 
This  is  on  the  principle  of  the  men  who  are  continually  fault- 
finding with  what  the  town  meetings  do  or  neglect  to  do,  but 
never  go  to  vote  themselves.  Few  men  will  send  a  colt  to  be 
trained  without  frequently  inspecting  his  progress,  and  it 
would  seem  that  children  require  at  least  as  much  attention. 
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In  the  Saxonville  High  School,  Mr.  Butler  has  shown  a 
great  degree  of  earnestness  in  his  daily  tasks.  The  unsatis- 
factory composition  of  this  school,  arising  from  the  presence 
at  times,  of  many  scholars  who  properly  belong  in  a  grammar 
school,  necessitates  much  work  on  the  principal's  part,  which 
to  a  casual  observer,  is  unnoticed  and  unappreciated.  The 
school-building  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  addition 
made  to  it  by  the  vote  of  the  town,  and  its  enlarged  facilities 
have  come  into  immediate  use. 

The  money  expended  by  us  this  year  in  introducing  music, 
has,  in  our  opinion,  been  most  wisely  used.  The  numerous 
expressions  of  approval  heard  by  the  committee  from  very 
many  citizens,  and  the  manifestations  of  delight  at  the  clos- 
ing exercises  of  those  schools  where  it  has  been  taught,  and 
our  own  observation  on  its  effects,  all  lead  us  to  conclude 
that  it  is  a  great  means  of  increasing  the  usefulness  of,  and 
interest  in,  the  schools.  We  hope  to  increase  the  amount  of 
work  done  in  this  direction  the  coming  year. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  Report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  herewith  printed,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
made  a  part  of  this  report  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  required  by 
the  General  Statutes.  It  is  now  six  years  since  the  commit- 
tee were  required  by  vote  of  the  town  to  elect  a  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  annually,  and  the  wisdom  of  that  vote  is  yearly 
more  apparent  to  us.  The  faithful  performance  of  his  duties 
in  the  line  of  giving  counsel  and  assistance  to  the  different 
teachers,  and  especially  to  inexperienced  teachers,  and  aiding 
them  in  the  many  ways  possible,  is  worth  far  more  than  his 
salary.  It  is  unnecessary  to  mention  his  many  other  means 
of  usefulness  ;  in  every  school  they  are  testified  to.  And  we 
are  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  a  superintendent's  duties  can  be 
far  better  done  by  him  than  by  the  whole  committee, 
especially  by  a  committee  of  twelve. 

We  would  here  call  attention  to  the  long  continued  services 
of  Dr.  James  W.  Brown,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  For 
the  past  six  years  he  has  been  Superintendent,  'and  for  the 
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previous  year  he  had  entire  charge  of  the  schools,  under  the 
direction  of  the  committee.  With  the  exception  of  two  years, 
for  the  past  twenty  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee,  or  Superintendent  of  Schools,  or  both.  Few 
towns  can  boast  of  sons  who  have  given  such  long  continued 
services,  and  manifested  such  an  interest  in  the  cause  of  edu- 
cation. Our  young  men  and  women  have  all  been  taught 
under  his  supervision  and  by  his  advice,  and  not  until  they 
have  all  passed  away  will  the  effects  of  his  endeavors  cease  to 
be  felt. 

The  need  of  a  code  of  Town  By-Laws  has  been  felt  in  a  few 
instances  of  persistent  truancy,  and  it  is  greatly  hoped  by  us 
that  a  code  will  be  in  force  before  the  close  of  another  year. 
The  school  department  spends  money  enough  to  make  every 
boy  and  girl  in  town  a  good  intelligent  citizen,  and  if  the  in- 
clination be  wanting,  a  little  forcible  persuasion  would  seem 
to  be  the  proper  thing.  "  The  compulsory  law  and  the  laws 
relating  to  habitual  truants  should  be  thoroughly  enforced  by 
local  authorities,  so  that  every  child  of  school  age,  whose 
physical  constitution  will  permit,  shall  be  required  to  attend 
school  regularly.  The  necessity  for  this  universal  education 
is  so  often  declared  that  its  recital  even  has  become  a  trite 
saying;  but  it  is  none  the  less  a  reality,  neither  to  be  neg- 
lected nor  trifled  with." — [Address  of  Gov.  Rice.] 

Impressed  with  the  belief  that  to  us  are  committed  the 
most  important  interests  of  the  town,  we  most  cordially  invite 
all  good  citizens  to  co-operate  with -us  in  furthering  those 
interests,  by  showing  their  kindly  sympathy  with  us  and  with 
the  teachers^:  to  trie  end  that  our  system  of  public  instruction 
may  be  stimulated^to  constant  activity,  and  that  we  all  may 
do  our  part  toward  perpetuating  its  privileges  and  strengthen- 
ing the  foundations  of  all  good  government.

Superintendent's  Report, 


Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  School  Committee : 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  Annual  Report  as  superinten- 
dent of  the  schools  of  Framingham.  I  am  happy  to  be 
spared  at  this  time  the  mournful  recital  of  last  year,  in  regard 
to  the  death  of  twenty  pupils  in  our  schools.  No  prevalent 
fatal  disease  has  appeared  the  past  year,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  No.  i o  Primary  and  Intermediate  at  Saxonville,  no 
deaths  have  occurred.  In  each  of  these  schools  there  was 
one  death  from  diphtheria  in  October,  and  one  death  of  a 
child  in  the  same  ward  too  young  to  be  in  school.  All  three 
were  children  of  one  family.  This  was  sufficient  to  cause  a 
panic  and  to  greatly  disturb  the  attendance  in  No.  10  Primary 
and  Intermediate,  during  the  remainder  of  the  Fall  Term. 
The  schools  in  Saxonville,  in  which  diphtheria  raged  so  fright- 
fully in  the  Fall  of  '76  and  Winter  of  '77,  seem  to  have 
escaped  it  altogether  the  past  year  and  the  attendance  has 
been  good. 

The  duties  of  another  year  have  afforded  me  much  pleasure 
and  satisfaction.  In  my  frequent  intercourse  with  teachers 
and  pupils,  I  have  always  been  received  with  entire  respect 
and  with  seeming  confidence.  My  labors  have  not  been 
diminished,  but  rather  increased  above  those  of  past  years. 
As  aforetime,  I  have  kept  myself  in  close  relation  and  sym- 
pathy with  the  teachers  and  the  taught.  I  have  judged  the 
workings  of  the  schools  and  have  approved  or  made  changes 
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as  the  case  seemed  to  require.  I  have  sympathized  and 
encouraged  in  every  trial  and  rejoiced  in  every  success. 

The  order  and  general  discipline  of  the  schools  has  steadily 
improved  from  year  to  year.  There  is  less  corporal  punish- 
ment and  more  government  by  love  than  formerly.  Good 
order  and  discipline  have  become  a  matter  of  course,  in 
nearly  every  school  in  town.  Almost  without  exception  the 
teachers  have  been  faithful  in  their  preparation  and  in  their 
discharge  of  duty.  The  annual  examinations,  seventeen  of 
which  I  attended,  afforded  me  much  satisfaction.  All  were 
good  and  many  were  excellent.  I  shall  speak  of  them  sever- 
ally in  the  proper  place.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  for  all 
the  schools  is  84  1-10  per  cent,  and  nearly  one  per  cent,  be- 
low  that  of  the  previous  year. 

Many  of  the  registers  are  excellent,  showing  90  per  cent, 
of  attendance  and  upwards.  One  register  is  remarkable  as 
showing  no  tardy  mark.  A  large  number  of  registers  show 
only  from  three  to  fifteen  tardy  marks  during  the  year.  This 
is  highly  commendable  and  is  due  both  to  teachers  and 
parents.  Other  registers  have  an  amount  of  tardiness  which 
seems  altogether  unnecessary,  and  to  suppress  which,  in  some 
degree,  a  vigorous  effort  must  be  made.  If  parents  will  not 
co-operate  with  the  teacher  to  remedy  the  evil,  they  ought  to 
forfeit  the  benefits  of  the  school.  It  is  unjust  to  all  that  the 
first  hour  of  the  day  should  be  disturbed  or  nearly  destroyed 
by  tardiness. 

-V  Cases  of  truancy  and  willful  disobedience  have  been  very 
few  the  past  year,  and  have  generally  been  met  and  settled  by 
the  teachers  themselves. 

There  are  some  children  in  town  who  do  not  attend  school 
at  all,  or  whose  attendance  amounts  to  nothing.  I  hope  the 
town  will  soon  pass  such  by-laws  as  will  enable  the  truant 
officers  to  remedy  this  evil. 

MORE  SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 
No.  1  Primary  School  in  the  stone  building,  has  been  in  a 
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crowded  condition  for  a  considerable  period.  The  whole 
number  the  past  year  has  been  73.  An  assistant  has  been 
employed  a  part  of  each  day  and  the  small  recitation  room  has 
been  used.  But  the  number  is  quite  too  large  for  one  room 
and  one  school,  and  the  ventilation  is  bad,  difficult  and  dan- 
gerous, especially  in  the  cold  season.  The  best  educators 
have  told  me  "that  over  40  scholars  in  an  ordinary  room 
would  either  kill  the  teacher  or  the  school."  But  little  pro- 
gress can  be  made  even  if  the  assistant  be  retained  all  day. 
The  health  of  the  teachers  can  scarcely  stand  the  strain. 

I  strongly  advise  that  No.  1  Primary  School  be  divided, 
and  that  a  new  school  be  established,  to  be  called  the  "No.  1 
first  grade  Primary,"  and  that  the  present  Primary  be  called 
"  No.  1  second  grade  Primary."  This  arrangement  at  Saxon- 
ville  has  proved  a  great  success.  The  younger  pupils  enter 
the  first  grade  Primary  and  remain  there  till  they  have  learned 
to  read.  Should  this  change  be  made,  I  predict  with  confi- 
dence, that  the  month  of  May  will  find  from  35  to  40  pupils 
in  the  first  and  second  grade  Primary  each,  and  54  in  the 
Normal  Model  School. 

DRAWING. 

There  has  been  an  advance  and  an  improvement  in  this 
branch  throughout  the  town.  Every  school  has  done  some- 
thing in  advance  of  the  previous  year.  There  is  good  map 
drawing  among  the  youngest  pupils.  Little  fingers  are  fast 
becoming  acquainted  with  the  pencil  and  the  crayon,  and  it 
is  a  great  aid  to  improvement  in  writing.  Much  improvement 
in  free-hand  drawing  is  observable  in  the  Grammar  Schools, 
and  some  of  the  work  was  finely  done,  but  it  is  in  the  Centre 
High  School  that  the  chief  effort  has  been  made.  Under  the 
superior  instruction  of  Miss  Ives,  another  good  year  has 
passed.  She  has  had  four  divisions  or  classes  through  the 
year,  two  lessons  a  day  of  half  an  hour  each.  The  classes 
have  used  Prof.  Walter  Smith's  free-hand  drawing  books, 
Nos.  5  and  6.    In  perspective,  No.  1,  and  in  model  and  object 
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drawing,  No.  i.  One  of  the  higher  classes  has  drawn  from 
natural  objects. 

It  would  be  of  great  advantage  to  the  classes  in  model  and 
object  drawing,  could  they  be  furnished  with  a  few  good 
models  for  their  special  use.  The  expense  would  be  small, 
the  benefit  large.  I  wish  it  might  be  done.  Drawing  is  a 
fixed  and  settled  branch  of  study  throughout  the  country. 

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

It  is  cause  of  great  gratification,  that  the  committee  found 
means  to  put  scientific  instruction  in  vocal  music,  into  the 
Centre  High  and  the  three  Grammar  Schools  of  the  town,  for 
ten  or  twelve  weeks,  one  lesson  a  week,  one  hour  in  length. 
The  work  was  given  to  Prof.  Riley,  and  the  lessons  have 
proved  highly  successful,  considering  the  time  occupied.  In 
the  four  schools  named,  the  interest  in  this  subject  has  been 
hearty  and  mutual  between  teachers  and  scholars.  They 
have  given  every  possible  aid  to  the  Professor  in  forwarding  the 
work.  In  the  High  School,  the  graduating  class  of  the  past 
year  had  but  one  term  of  drill  in  music,  while  the  former  class 
had  two  terms.  Few  of  the  boys  of  the  class  sang  or  took 
much  interest  in  the  lessons  at  first,  but  they  soon  changed. 
Nearly  all  now  sing,  and  some  have  exhibited  a  decided  talent 
for  music  and  singing.  The  singing  at  the  graduation  was 
excellent.  The  work  in  the  High  School  has  consisted  of 
"  voice  building,"  reading  at  sight,  and  chorus  practice. 

In  the  Centre  Grammar  there  has  long  been  much  interest 
in  music  in  the  first  class.  They  raised  money  to  employ 
Prof.  Riley,  before  any  money  was  granted  by  the  committee. 
Here  also,  at  first,  the  boys  were  deficient  in  singing  and  in 
interest,  but  they  soon  came  up  to  the  work  and  made  good 
progress.  The  talent  in  this  class  has  been  small,  but  they 
have  made  the  most  of  it.  Nearly  all  sing.  The  work  here 
has  consisted  of  singing  at  sight,  scale  practice  in  one  and 
two  parts,  and  the  mental  exercise  of  singing  at  call. 

At  the  Saxonville  Grammar  nearly  every  pupil  sings,  and 
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the  boys  sing  even  better  than  the  girls.  This  is  not  usually 
the  rule  in  beginning,  but  when  faithfully  taught,  boys  will 
generally  excel  the  girls  in  singing.  The  work  of  instruction 
has  been  the  same  as  at  the  Centre  Grammar,  and  good  pro- 
gress has  been  made.  In  a  few  instances  remarkable  talent 
has  been  shown. 

At  the  South  Framingham  Grammar  there  was  an  advan- 
tage in  the  start,  as  nearly  every  one  could  sing,  and  there  was 
a  very  great  interest  in  the  work.  The  boys  in  this  class 
also  excelled  the  girls,  and  continued  to  do  it  through  the 
term.  The  course  of  instruction  here  was  the  same  as  at  the 
other  Grammar  Schools.  The  singing  was  good  and  was 
greatly  enjoyed  at  the  annual  examination. 

These  four  schools  are  now  in  good  condition  to  receive 
and  profit  by  the  farther  excellent  instruction  of  Prof.  Riley. 
I  strongly  advise  that  the  instruction  be  continued,  and  that 
the  Saxonville  High  School  be  included.  Teaching  music  is 
a  specialty,  and  but  little  in  this  branch  can  ever  be  accom- 
plished by  the  teacher  of  the  school.  The  labor  is  too  irksome, 
they  cannot  do  it.  I  thank  the  committee  for  the  opportuni- 
ties given  the  last  winter  for  the  study  of  music. 

I  spoke  with  deep  interest  upon  this  subject  in  my  report 
of  last  year.  I  said  in  part,  that  the  study  of  the  science  and 
the  practice  of  the  art  of  music,  vocal  and  instrumental,  are 
aids  of  great  importance  in  humanizing  and  softening  the 
rougher  nature,  in  purifying  the  moral  sentiment,  and  in  per- 
fecting the  Christian  life.  Musical  sounds  are  the  universal 
language  of  the  civilized  world.  As  an  intellectual  exercise, 
the  study  and  practice  of  music  are  second  only  to  mental 
combinations  in  mathematics.  To  rapidly  reach  every  grade 
of  the  scale  and  accurately  make  the  combinations  of  sound, 
requires  deep  study  and  the  closest  attention.  I  am  a  lover 
of  music,  and  rejoice  that  the  science  is  rising  and  progress- 
ing throughout  the  land.  In  Germany  the  teacher  of  music, 
with  his  violin,  is  as  common  in  the  schools  as  the  teacher  of 
reading.  I  shall  be  pardoned  some  enthusiasm  in  this  matter, 
for  I  have  listened  to  Strauss  and  his  band  in  Vienna,  and 
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have  heard  the  perfection  of  German  Band  playing  in  the 
"  Thiergarten "  of  Berlin,  where  the  Patriot  "  Sarro,"  of 
"  Jubilee"  memory,  led  a  double  band  of  120  pieces.  This 
music,  in  majesty  and  power,  was  almost  sufficient  "to  move 
the  surrounding  forests,"  or  call  Shakspeare  from  the  grave, 
that  he  might  add  another  line  concerning  the  man  "  who  had 
no  music  in  his  soul." 

THE  METRIC  SYSTEM. 

By  vote  of  the  committee  during  the  Fall  Term,  I  was 
allowed  to  put  the  Metric  System  of  weights  and  measures 
into  the  three  Grammar  Schools  of  the  Town,  and  to  require 
such  attention  to  be  given  to  it  as  time  would  allow.  It  was 
not  made  a  study  necessary  for  entrance  to  the  High  School. 
I  prepared  a  set  of  31  questions,  to  be  used  in  the  drill  of  the 
classes,  and  I  gave  all  the  information  within  my  reach, 
printed  and  oral,  to  the  teachers,  to  aid  them  in  their  work. 
Not  much  time  could  be  spared  from  the  regular  course  for 
this  new  branch  of  study,  but  much  interest  was  taken  by 
most  of  the  classes,  and  they  were  prepared  to  pass  a  good 
examination,  so  far  as  they  had  gone,  at  the  close  of  the  year. 
I  advise  that  the  study  of  this  system  be  made  necessary  for 
entrance  to  the  High  School  next  year,  and  that  the  Metric 
System  be  put  upon  the  list  of  studies  of  both  High  Schools, 
that  during  some  part  of  the  course,  all  pupils  not  previously 
taught,  may  receive  some  instruction  in  it. 

We  have  the  Metric  Chart,  which  is  very  valuable,  in  eight 
of  the  schools.  To  teach  the  system  successfully,  the  articles 
to  be  used  in  business  should  be  seen  and  handled,  should  be 
made  familiar  to  the  scholars.  At  an  expense  of  twenty  dol- 
lars the  following  articles  could  be  furnished.  Descriptive 
pamphlet,  school  meter,  metric  rule,  nest  of  seven  wooden 
measures,  from  the  dekaliter  down;  forty  centimeter  scale* 
three  iron  weights,  kilogram,  hectogram  and  gram ;  Fair- 
banks' scales,  with  a  set  of  weights ;  chemical  thermometer 
and  graduate,  liter  case,  graduated  ;  copper  liter,  deciliter  and 
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centiliter.  These  articles  could  be  preserved  in  one  set,  and 
be  used  in  the  different  schools,  a  short  period  for  each.  I 
earnestly  advise  that  the  purchase  be  made.  The  adoption 
of  the  Metric  System  by  the  general  government,  for  all  kinds 
of  business,  with  the  "shall"  included,  is  just  upon  us  and 
we  cannot  begin  too  soon  to  make  the  transition  easy.

The  exercises  were  generally  of  a  high  order,  and  very 
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creditable  to  the  graduates.  The  vocal  music,  again  con- 
ducted by  Prof.  Riley,  was  excellent,  and  exceeded,  in  some 
parts,  that  on  the  same  occasion  last  year.  The  essays  in 
future,  should  be  cut  down  33  per  cent.,  or  the  number  of 
speakers  be  reduced  to  six.  The  diplomas  were  presented 
by  the  superintendent. 

Of  the  labors  of  Mr.  Kingsbury,  who  was  principal  during 
the  Spring  Term,  I  need  not  speak.  He  left  in  honor.  Mr. 
Hastings  has  taught  for  two  terms.  He  is  a  thorough  scholar, 
and  an  earnest,  persistent  worker.  Some  of  his  methods  of 
teaching  have  been  new  to  the  school,  but  the  result  in  this 
regard,  I  think,  has  been  accuracy  and  proficiency.  His 
manner  of  teaching  is,  perhaps,  too  quiet,  but  this  fault,  if  it 
be  one,  is  easily  remedied.  Mr.  Hastings  has  closed  a  year 
of  earnest,  thorough  and  successful  work.  He  merits  high 
commendation. 

Miss  Ives,  1st  assistant,  long  known  to  us  all,  in  her  sev- 
eral departments  of  mathematics,  drawing,  and  English  liter- 
ature, stands  above  and  beyond  all  praise. 

Miss  Phillips,  2d  assistant,  closes  her  first  year,  a  year  of 
large  success.  She  has  been  greatly  interested  in  her  duties, 
and  has  thrown  her  full  strength  into  the  work.  The  several 
classes  entrusted  to  her,  as  seen  upon  the  programme,  have 
been  thoroughly  and  accurately  taught.  This  result  was 
apparent  at  the  examination,  and  I  have  often  witnessed  it  in 
the  recitation  room.  She  deserves  high  praise  for  her  faith- 
ful efforts. 

The  register  was  sharply  criticised  at  the  examination. 
While  I  allow  that  the  principal  is  somewhat  at  fault  in  this 
respect,  the  register,  when  all  the  facts  are  known,  will  not 
be  found  in  a  low  condition,  except  in  the  matter  of  tardiness, 
the  past  winter.  And  much  of  this  arose  from  the  fact  that 
only  three-quarters  of  an  hour  was  granted  by  the  committee 
for  intermission,  a  time  not  sufficient  for  many  of  the  scholars 
to  go  home  and  dine.  I  trust,  hereafter,  that  either  a  five 
hours,  one  session  will  be  granted,  or  that  i\  hours  will  be 
established  for  the  intermission.    The  per  cent,  of  attend- 
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ance  the  past  year  is  but  one  and  six-tenths  below  that  of  the 
previous  year.  The  tardiness  is  ten  per  cent,  higher  than 
the  previous  year.

The  register,  as  a  whole,  is  excellent.  There  were  but  two 
tardy  marks  'in  the  Spring,  one  in  the  Fall,  and  two  in  the 
Winter.  This  shows  a  very  commendable  punctuality  of 
attendance. 

The  daily  programme  of  studies  for  the  Winter  Term  has 
been  the  following :  A.M.,  arithmetic,  trigonometry,  algebra, 
Virgil,  Latin  reader;  P.M.,  2d  natural  philosophy,  French, 
Virgil,  1st  natural  philosophy,  geometry,  Greek;  eleven  reci- 
tations, with  declamations,  compositions  and  readings  at 
stated  periods. 

The  annual  examination  occurred  March  8th.  A  large 
number  of  visitors  were  present  in  the  afternoon.  The  fore- 
noon, from  10  o'clock,  was  filled  up  with  solid  work.  In  the 
afternoon,  there  was  in  addition  singing,  declamations,  com- 
positions and  select  readings.  In  all  cases  in  the  examina- 
tion, selections  were  made   and   subjects   named  by  the 
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committee  or  others,  and  there  was  nothing  specially  pre- 
pared for  the  occasion.  The  examination  went  through  with 
spirit  and  animation,  and  all  the  classes  were  rapid,  prompt 
and  thorough.  The  work  on  the  board  was  excellent.  The 
answers  in  the  languages  were  very  rapid  and  prompt.  A 
few  things  might  be  criticised,  but  they  were  small  and  of 
little  consequence  in  so  good  an  examination.  I  never  have 
been  better  pleased  and  satisfied  in  Mr.  Butler's  ten  years  in 
this  High  school.  Miss  Stone  has  given  efficient  assistance 
a  small  part  of  each  day.  The  time  will  soon  arrive  when 
this  school  will  be  filled  by  pupils  from  the  room  below.

The  register  of  this  school  is  unprecedented  and  beyond 
all  praise.  It  is  No.  1  in  the  list,  and  in  average  attendance 
it  stands  at  the  head.  Only  fourteen  tardy  marks  appear  on 
the  register,  and  six  of  these  are  against  a  pupil  discharged 
for  misconduct.  For  many  weeks  of  the  Winter  Term,  the 
attendance  of  the  whole  school  was  perfect.  Such  a  record 
of  attendance  throughout  the  town,  as  we  have  here,  would 
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add  about  one  hundred  scholars  to  the  average  attendance  we 
are  able  to  show.  Nothing  but  the  deep  and  united  interest 
of  teacher,  pupils  and  parents,  could  produce  such  a  result. 
The  condition  of  the  school  and  the  examination  throughout, 
fulfilled  the  indications  of  the  register.  "  Old  Probability " 
did  not  fail.  The  writing-books  and  specimens  of  drawing 
were  good.  The  singing,  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  Riley, 
was  excellent,  and  the  scientific  part  prompt  and  accurate. 
Some  of  the  individual  singing  was  of  a  high  order.  The 
exercises  in  arithmetic,  written  and  mental,  were  rapid  and 
thorough.  The  mental  combinations  were  unequalled  in  our 
Grammar  Schools.  The  reading  was  distinct,  deliberate,  and 
exceedingly  good,  especially  in  the  third  class.  All  the  exer- 
cises of  the  examination  showed  thorough  instruction,  and 
were  entirely  satisfactory.  Miss  Stone  has  assisted  hours 
each  forenoon,  and  has  done  a  good  and  successful  work. 
The  principal  is  especially  deserving  of  the  sympathy  and 
thanks  of  the  parents  and  the  community.

The  register  has  nearly  reached  "  excellent,"  in  regard  to 
attendance,  which  is  placed  at  90  per  cent.  The  average 
whole  number  in  attendance  the  past  year  is  5  if;  the  pre- 
vious year,  with  one  teacher,  39;  difference,  I2§.  There  are 
fifty-six  tardy  marks  on  the  register. 

The  annual  examination  filled  the  room  with  interested 
parents  and  visitors.  The  exercises  of  the  occasion  afforded 
great  pleasure  throughout.  The  writing-books  and  specimens 
of  drawing  were  good,  and  showed  care  and  labor.  The 
musical  entertainment,  which  occupied  nearly  an  hour  in  all, 
and  was  conducted  by  Prof.  Riley,  excited  very  great  interest 
in  all  present.  The  readings,  recitations,  and  literary  exer- 
cises were  very  creditable,  but  they  crowded  out  entirely 
many  of  the  solid  branches,  arithmetic,  geography  and  history, 
in  regard  to  which  the  first  class  could  have  done  themselves 
honor.  The  general  reading  was  too  hurried  and  indistinct, 
and  was  not  quite  up  to  expectations,  considering  a  double 
force  has  been  at  work  the  past  year,  and  the  school  is 
increased  in  number  but  thirteen  above  that  of  the  previous 
year.  Nor  was  the  work  upon  the  blackboard  as  prompt  and 
rapid  as  desirable.  But  these  are  no  cause  of  discourage- 
ment.

The  attendance  has  increased  8  per  cent,  above  that  of  the 
previous  year,  a  year  of  panic  and  sickness.

Many  of 
the  pupils  are  quite  young,  and  of  no  cultivation  when  they 
enter  school.  Therefore  much  drill  is  necessary  if  anything 
is  to  be  accomplished.  Two  teachers  seem  necessary  for  this 
school  of  seventy-three  different  pupils. 

Miss  Moulton's  efforts  through  the  year  have  been 
unwearied,  and  she  has  accomplished  all  that  could  reason- 
ably be  expected,  with  so  large  a  number.  The  exercises  of 
the  examination  were  generally  good.  Some  of  the  reading 
and  spelling  very  good.  In  music,  drawing  and  writing  good 
progress  has  been  made.  Both  teachers  can  teach  music 
scientifically.  These  teachers  deserve  the  thanks  of  the 
parents  and  the  committee.

At  the  close  of  the  Fall  term,  eight- 
een were  on  the  Merit  Roll  for  that  term,  and  there  were  but 
three  tardy  marks.  For  the  Winter  Term,  twelve  were  on  the 
Merit  Roll,  and  ten,  or  nearly  one-third  of  the  whole,  are  on 
the  Merit  Roll  for  the  year.  There  was  no  tardy  mark  in  the 
Winter.  The  school  is  No.  1  as  to  Merit  Roll  and  No.  3  as 
to  tardiness.    The  whole  register  is  excellent. 

Miss  Kinnee  has  labored  faithfully,  and  with  a  large 
measure  of  success  through  the  year.  She  has  improved  the 
school,  but  it  still  lacks  independence  of  thought.  This  want 
has  long  been  observable  and  it  will  take  time  to  remedy  it. 
The  scholars  recite  well,  but  they  often  do  not  think  well. 
If  a  side  question  is  put,  throwing  them  upon  their  own 
resources,  they  are  apt  to  fail.  There  is  improvement  in  this 
respect,  and  teacher  and  pupils  have  my  hearty  approval  of 
what  they  have  accomplished  the  past  year.  The  examina- 
tion interested  many  and  was  highly  creditable.  The  order 
and  quiet  of  the  school  room  are  all  that  can  be  desired.  The 
year  closes  satisfactorily.

The  terms  of  this  school  are  twenty  weeks  each,  beginning 
and  ending  with  those  of  the  Normal  school.  The  condition 
of  the  register  is  low,  especially  for  the  last  term,  but  there 
is  cause  for  this  in  the  fact  that  for  six  weeks  in  the  Winter, 
both  departments,  the  Primary  and  Grammar,  were  nearly 
broken  up  by  whooping-cough.  On  several  occasions  I  found 
only  a  skeleton  of  the  school,  and  no  public  examination  was 
held  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Miss  Parker  closed  her  last  term  of  teaching  in  July,  1877. 
In  the  early  part  of  her  teaching,  when  the  instruction  was 
mostly  given  by  herself,  she  was  highly  successful,  and  did  a 
thorough  work,  but  during  her  last  term,  when  she  was  not 
allowed  to  teach  herself,  but  required  to  superintend  the 
teaching  of  the  seniors  of  the  Normal  School,  there  was  no 
success,  but  rather  a  failure.  It  aided  the  pupils  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  to  get  some  experience  in  teaching,  but  it  sacri- 
ficed the  best  interests  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  schools. 
Miss  Parker  was  in  no  manner  responsible  for  the  failure. 

In  September,  1877,  a  new  plan  was  adopted,  which  I  doubt 
not  will  prove  a  good  one.  For  the  first  term  it  has  proved 
very  successful.  The  Primary  department,  which  includes  a 
Kindergarten  class,  is  under  the  constant  supervision  and 
instruction  of  Miss  Barber,  who  receives  assistance  from  the 
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young  ladies  of  the  Normal  School.  Miss  Williams  has  the 
entire  charge  and  instruction  of  the  Grammar  room,  with 
assistance  from  the  Normal  School.  This  new  plan  is  well 
arranged,  and  is  working  well.  The  winter  season  has  kept 
away  the  Kindergarten  class,  but  it  will  return  with  the  spring 
birds.  Miss  Williams  and  Miss  Barber  are  doing  a  thorough 
work — a  work  of  the  right  kind.  Here,  pre-eminently,  the 
main  effort  is  to  teach  the  pupil,  of  whatever  age,  to  think. 
The  endeavor  is  to  lead  out,  in  every  conceivable  manner,  and 
in  the  right  direction,  the  tender  thought.  Let  a  bright  boy 
receive  this  drill  for  a  year,  and  I  will  detect  him  among  a 
hundred,  after  putting  a  few  questions. 

Better  accommodations  should  be  given  for  this  school. 
The  rooms  are  too  dark  and  gloomy,  and  they  are  not  safely 
and  easily  ventilated.  Provide  good  school-rooms,  allow  a 
reasonable  time,  and  you  will  see  a  "  Model  School." 


It  is  with  much  pleasure  and  satisfaction  I  am  able  to  say, 
another  year  of  good  work  has  been  done.  In  most  cases 
that  work  has  been  excellent.  In  two  instances  where  the 
change  of  teacher  was  frequent  and  the  measure  of  experience 
small,  only  a  corresponding  success  followed,  but  the  school 
work  as  a  whole  has  been  nobly  done.  There  has  been  no 
failure  and  the  "esprit  de  corps"  of  our  teachers  becomes 
more  elevated  and  advanced  from  year  to  year. 

It  is  to  our  older  teachers,  those  of  many  years  experience, 
that  we  must  yield  the  palm.  The  more  their  years  of  teach- 
ing, the  higher  the  standing  in  their  profession.  And  when 
they  have  resolved  to  make  this  profession  a  life  work,  they 
have  passed  the  goal  which  ensures  continued  and  entire  suc- 
cess. It  is  with  the  greatest  pleasure  I  have  witnessed  the 
equanimity  and  self-control  of  this  class  of  teachers,  in  their 
schools,  and  the  consequent  reflex  influence  upon  the  scholars. 
No  teacher  can  govern  successfully  who  loses  self-control.  A 
caustic  word  or  a  hasty  blow,  may  inflict  upon  the  tender 
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mind  a  wound  which  years  cannot  heal.  Scolding,  in  school 
or  elsewhere,  is  the  greatest  of  abominations.  It  sours  the 
scolder  and  the  scolded,  and  produces  no  good  result- 
Gentle,  earnest  reproof  may  strike  deep  and  produce  repent- 
ance, and  amendment.  But  when  a  scolding  has  been  in- 
flicted, the  pupil  is  apt  to  feel  that  the  account  is  balanced, 
and  he  has  no  farther  responsibility  in  regard  to  it.  It  is 
hard,  under  great  provocations,  to  preserve  a  firm  and  quiet 
demeanor  with  a  pleasant  countenance,  yet  this  has  been  ac- 
complished by  many  of  our  teachers  and  can  be  by  all.  And 
when  accomplished,  teaching  and  governing  will  be  easy  and 
satisfactory.  I  would  most  persistently  urge  upon  teachers 
if  they  possess  it  not,  to  cultivate  an  entire  self-control  in  the 
discharge  of  every  school  duty.  "  He  that  ruleth  his  spirit  is 
better  than  he  that  taketh  a  city."  In  some  of  our  schools 
I  notice  this  self-command,  and  every  word  of  the  teacher, 
accompanied  by  a  firm  yet  gentle,  a  pleasant  yet  persuasive 
look.  Under  such  a  rule  a  spirit  of  perfect  order'and  content- 
ment will  prevail.  If  a  teacher  cannot,  after  years  of  trial  and 
experience,  acquire  to  a  considerable  degree,  this  high  quality 
in  her  profession,  she  should  consider  a  change  of  occupation 
or  be  content  to  rank  as  third  class  teacher. 

As  has  been  oft  repeated,  the  teacher  in  her  daily  work 
stands  in  the  place  of  parent,  and  in  a  very  large  degree,  has 
a  vastly  greater  influence  over  the  pupils  for  good  than  the 
parents  themselves.  How  responsible  then  is  the  position  of 
teacher.  How  easily  are  tender  hearts  drawn  by  love,  and 
the  character  molded  to  every  attractive  form.  How  power- 
ful is  the  magnetism  of  the  teacher's  eye  or  the  touch  of  the 
teacher's  hand  upon  the  head  or  shoulder  of  the  pupil.  With 
a  consciousness  of  this  responsibility  and  power,  and  with 
reliance  upon  God  in  her  daily  work,  the  faithful  teacher  will 
reap  an  abundant  harvest  in  training  the  youthful  mind.

Drawing,  music,  reading,  declamations,  recitations,  and 
compositions,  throughout  the  course.  Impromptu  exercises 
in  arithmetic  once  a  week,  for  the  first  three  years  of  the 
course.  At  stated  intervals,  when  it  shall  seem  best  to  the 
principal,  a  written  recitation  shall  take  the  place  of  the  ordi- 
nary oral  one,  in  each  branch  taught,  that  the  pupils  may 
learn  to  express  themselves  in  written  as  well  as  oral  lan- 
guage. For  the  first  year,  the  study  of  the  English  language 
is  to  be  the  study  of  grammatical  constructions,  of  punctua- 
tion, and  exercises  in  writing  English.  The  second  year, 
the  reading  of  the  best  English  writers,  beginning  Scott, 
Goldsmith,  or  Cowper,  in  connection  with  familiar  conversa- 
tions upon  them,  between  the  teacher  and  the  pupils,  that  the 
latter  may  be  led  to  perceive  their  beauties  and  to  form  a 
taste  for  good  reading.     Exercises  in  writing  English,  as 
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often  as  once  in  two  weeks.  The  same  course  in  literature 
to  be  continued  for  the  last  two  years. 

Pupils  from  other  towns  are  admitted  to  either  course  on 
payment  of  tuition.  Terms,  $8.00  for  the  English  course; 
$10.00  for  the  Classical  course;  for  a  term  of  thirteen  weeks!
